Cake

Get one box of Duncan 
Hines Moist Deluxe Devil’s Food 
cake mix. Set your oven to bake at 
350 degrees. Be sure you spray the 
pan that you will be using 
thoroughly with cooking spray, or 
your cake will not come out of the 
pan neatly after it has cooled. 
(Bundt pans make a pretty cake.) 

Mix 11/3 cups water, 1/2 
cup vegetable oil, and 3 large eggs 
with a blender. Start on low speed 
on your electric mixer until 
everything is mixed together. Then 
go to medium speed for two minutes 


or else you will fling dry mix 
everywhere. 

Pour the batter into the pan 
and bake the appropriate amount of 
time. There is a handy chart on the 
back of the box for times, depending 
on the pan you use. Bundt pans take 
45 minutes. Be sure you set the timer 
because you might get caught up 
playing or watching football and 
forget all about the cake in the oven. 

When the cake is cool, 
place a plate or tray bottom side 
down over the top of the pan and 
flip the cake pan and plate right side 
up quickly. The cake should fall out 
neatly. Chocolate icing in the can 
is good to use if your cake is 
completely cool. Take your time 
spreading the icing on the cake with 
a knife. Put your cake in the 
refrigerator. After about 10 minutes 
when the icing has hardened, cover 
your cake with foil or plastic wrap. 
This keeps the icing from sticking 
all over the wrap. Now you can lick 
your fingers and go clean up your 
mess in the kitchen (my mother 
made me add that part). Enjoy.

A rivalry 
between these two schools is also 
beginning on the basketball court. 
Notre Dame vs. USC in 
football is at number 
eight. This match-up is 
dubbed the Battle for the 
Jeweled Shillelagh. The 
rivalry between Miami 
and Florida State’s 
football teams is number 
seven. This in-state 
rivalry has created bad 
blood between the two 
teams. Several times 
Florida State has missed 
game winning field 
goals “wide 
right”. 

Number six 
goes to Texas 
vs. Oklahoma 
in football as 
well as 
basketball. 

Both schools have well-

The two 
football teams face off 
every year at the Red 
River Shootout. The fifth 
best collegiate rivalry is 
Tennessee and Florida. 
Tennessee leads the series 
19-15, winning two of the 
last three match-ups in 
The Swamp. This rivalry 
was very intense in the 
nineties when Phil Fulmer 
and Steve Spurrier would do battle. 
The fourth best college rivalry is 
Ohio State vs. Michigan in football. 
These teams go at each other non¬ 
stop in order to gain a position atop 
the Big Ten. This rivalry is made 


special by the great fans of both 
teams. Michigan has the largest 
football stadium in the country with 


110,000+ seats. Michigan leads the 
all time series 57-38-6. Kentucky vs. 
Duke in basketball is the third- 
ranked rivalry. Although these teams 
do not meet every year, this match¬ 
up includes some of the greatest 
sports moments ever, including 
Duke’sChristian Laettner s turn¬ 
around three-pointer at the buzzer 
to knock Kentucky out of the 1992 
NCAA tournament. 

The final two match-ups are 
like no other. They bring great 
moments every year. Coming in at 
number two—Army vs. Navy in 
football. The two teams meet at the 
end of the regular season every year. 
The NCAA has given these two 
military schools their own week, the 
only game that is played is Army vs.

is....Duke vs North Carolina in 
basketball. Many classic moments 
have occurred in this rivalry. Also, 
the series has 
featured two 
of the best 
college 
basketball 
coaches of all 
time, Dean 
Smith and 
Mike 
Kryzewski . 
Furthermore, 
these are two 
of the top five 
“winningest” 
programs in 
college 
basketbal I 
history. Seven 


national championships exist 
between the two schools, and Duke 
comes in at number one in all time 
NCAA tournament winning 
percentage with North Carolina 
number one at most high school All- 
Americans ever recruited. These 
two schools meet at least twice a 
year and both schools are at their 
best when playing each other. The 
Cameron Crazies (Duke students 
who attend games and jump around 
the whole time) and North Carolina 
fans also have a rivalry of their 
own.This contention simply cannot 
be matched.
